»»l 1912 iiroiIucL'S the somewhat aiMMiialouis rei*ult 
that four slaiMl out so far removed from the others 
that there Is hardly a basis for eouiitarlsoii. The 
r<Mir are Tlie Manatrer, Free I.ance. Kroglejjs and 
Worth. Again, in n-s|»eet to this quartet a different 
ela-»iHe;i|i.)|| r<-adily suggests itself. Keutucky 
la.fhy wiiiuer, as he was, and undeniably a good 
"™t. Wiwlh was eiearly held safe by the other 
thr«*e. althoiigli Is-fore the racing of 1912 Itegaii, he 
Was ex|H‘et<Nl to Im> unite the star of the year among 
IsHM^a of bis own age. it was «Kie of tl)e imt Infre- 
(itKsil cas4*s of the i>roiiiise of two-year-old form 
tailing of eiintirmatiou later on. Taking up the 
«4iM'r three. Froglegs. us game a eolt as ever wore 
•neiiig plates and always to be ns-koned with at 
the end of a race, s<s‘me<l to lx- surpasseil in speed 
by The Manager ami Fret' I.siius‘. It is true he 
never met the latl«*r in a ra<s‘. but a definite line 
can be drawn through his races against The Man- 
•ger, which assigns him a place in advance of 
Worth and txdrind the other two. In seeking for 
" rHiable estimate of the comparative merits of 
“ne Manager and Free Lance, there is some diflS- 
i-ully. due largely to the early retirement from 
racing of Free LaiK-e because of an injury. 

I'rlor to this occurrence, the two had met twice. 
The first occasion was in a dash of a mile and a 
sixteenth for three-year-olds and over at Ismisville, 
.May 2U. It was a handicap, and what the handi- 
ea|iper th<-n thought of the capabilities of the two 
’•oils is disclosed iu his assignment of 106 i^nds 
to The Manager and 100 to Free Lance. That it 
worked out I'orreetl.v. at th»* time, was seen when 
The Mauag«>r finish^ sc'cond by a nose to the flve- 
year-<d<l. John Khrlong. carrying the same weight, 
wliib* Frr-e Lance, with his lighter impost, finished 
fourth, a iMise lieliind Milton It., which was a length 
and a half worse than The Manager. It was a fast 
run race, thir mile being done in 1:38'% and the 
full distance in 1 :lo. But Free Ijince was not ripe 
tlw>n and a different result attended the next meet- 
ing of the two cracks. This was in the Ixitoiiia 
l*erb.v at I.atouia. June 6. In this event, at a mile 
and a half, the pair carried 114 itounds each and, 
in a re«narkald(‘ display of speed and ability to 
sla.v. lYee faints* won l).v six lengths from The 
Manager, while Worth, tarrying 127 pounds, was 
a bail third eight lengths Ix'hiud The Manager. 
Tile mile and a lialf was etivered in the extremely 
fast time of 2:.31. Tliere Is no getting away from 
the fact that, at least at the distance, lYee Lance 
that tlay slHiwtd himstdf to be uiiquestionabl.v The 
Manager's master. Later on. at the same mating, 
June 22. the two startetl in different races, but 
at the same distanee of a mile and a sixteenth and. 
as a <-oim-idence. Bore! rode them both. In the third 
raee of the day Free Lanee, carrying 119 pounds, 
won in a cantor liy six lengths from Siirite. 112. 
Pn-suiuptiim. 104. I'oekspur, la'i. Manager Maek. 107 
and Sir Marion. loS. The raee was rim in 1:44, 
and the mile in 1;.‘{7%. The .Manager earried 110 
IXMinds and won b.v five lengths from Adams Kx- 
iirinK. 124. Milton B.. Itsi, Sandhill. 107 and High 
l*rivate. 120. The linfc- was 1:43%. and, as in the 
<*se of Fre<‘ I>an<v's race, the mile was run lit 
l::i7%. In each case the two three-year-olds were 
leading at tlx- end of the first mile, so the mile 
time was theirs as well as the final time, the eoui- 
liarison Iwiiig iu favor of Frix* Ixincc hecaufx- he liad 
up uiueh tile gr«*ater weight, this tx*ing in some 
DM'xsure offset l»y the fact that The Manager’s rac*e 
was against the Ix'st older handicap horses of the 
w«-st, while Fns* Ixiiu'e only met horses of bis own 
age. Fre<* LaiH-e did not ra<-e after that, while 
TIh* Manager went on gloriously to other striking 
triiiiiiplis. But. fine eolt as the latter was. It Is 
ditticiilt to escaiH* the ^•ooclllsi(m that Free Lanee 
was somewhat his superior. It is worth saying that 
any and all of the four were good enough to have 
Ihs'Ii stars in any y<*ar past. 

Tile .Manager and Fi<-»gh*gs did uot meet in a race 
until in tin- running of tin- Canadian Derby at Fort 
Erie. June 2!l. I'reviousl.v tlx^ former had *lH>en rac- 
ing on the kentuck.v tr.-ieks. while the latter had 
Iws-u «'ani|iaigiiisl in C.anada. This race was won by 
Tlx* Manager in 2:<l4% with 113 ixxiuds up. while 
lilickbom. with Hi7. was wcond. and Froglegs third, 
carrying 110. It was a close finish of threi'-qiiarters 
of a length anil a ixisi-. After tbal tht* two met in 
six races in fixir of which Tlie Manager defeateii 
Froglegs aixl twice linisbeil lieliiiid the latter. One 
of th«-se was in tlx* IbHiiiuioii Handicap at Fort 
Erie, in which The ManagiT went to Ids kuies early 
iu tlx* raci- and had im chance, wliilc Froglegs fin- 
ished Mx-iaid to his stable mate. Star Charter. The 
liaixlieapiMrr had given Tlx* Manager 116 {XHinds and 
Froglegs 110, which proliably was a correct adjust- 
ment. In eontinnatiou it might- tx* ixiliited out that 
their last me<-ting was in the Ameriean (Iraon Na- 
tional Handicap, of one mile and an eighth, at 
laiiirel. so recently as October :!1. Here The Man- 
ager was given 127 tKXinds and Froglegs 121. At 
the finish I-aborc, 108 (xiiinds. was first by a bead 
and Bounder. 94. was second a neck be'fon* 'The 
Manager. Froglegs finisbeil sixtb and was lM>aleii 
fixir lengths. Tlx* mile and an eighth was covered 
in such remarkable time as 1:.-|0%. and the result 
may lx* scceptisl as giving a prett.v correct measure 
of The -Manager's siqx-riority to Froglegs. .And that 
is ixit detracting ixie iota from the latter's marked 
g'MHiness as a rai-** bors<‘ of rarely gisxl class. At a 
glaix-e tlx- season's ri-cin-ds of the four are:

There is no espe<-lal thing to be said of such other 
merely useful three-year-olds as Duval. Presump- 
tion. Hert-sy. Vauir, Knights Differ. Manager Mack, 
Light O’ M’ I.lfe, Hi-dge. Royal Tea. Republican, 
J«x! Deilxdd. Flying Yankee, Penobscot, Acton, Bu- 
dolfo. Hamilton. Morristown. BIcetb, Gay B.ird, Gol 
ouel Holloway, Casu on Delivery, Yellow ’Eyes, 
Bwaiia Tiiinlxi. and Jawbone, except that when 
plaeetl right the.v could and did win, some as sprint- 
ers and some as stayers. It is from such middle 
class Ixirses that the handicap division comes later 
on anil, allowing for the possibilities of develoii- 
meiit Ix-Iottgiug to a young horse, some of tho^ 
named may be destined to the acquirement of last- 
ing fame hereafter. Such a late (lerformauet-, fur 
instance, as that of Rudulfo In taking the I.aitonia 
Cup at two miles and a quarter, gives a g<xxl iiid-‘x 
iHiinting to a ixissible future Keutucky Endurance 
Stakes winner. 

The three-year-old fillies of the year were ex- 
tremely ilisapixdnting. On the liasls of tlx-lr tw«- 
.vear-ofd form Sprite and Azyiade were expected to 
do great things as three-year-olds, but the.v faile<l. 
It is trutt that the.v both showed great speed iu 
sprinting races at times, but othertrise raced far 
lx‘low the standard of the colts and geldings. In 
the light of bm- excellent performance in winning 
the Bowie Stakes at Pimlico November 12, It is 
probable one wmild uot be wide of the mark in pro- 
iiouneing Mis.sion the best three-year-old filly of 1912. 
In autumn racing Miss Thorpe gave several displays 
of unsuspected speed. Others that raced fairly well 
at times were Brig, Jenny tleddcs, Flamma, Isidora. 
Star Jasmine and Cousin Puss, but as a whole it 
must be si-t down that the fillies of 1912 were of 
inferior class. 



FICKLENESS IN RACING. 



It is questionable whether there !s an.v business or 
rport in which even temporary success counts for so 
muck as in racing. .An.v trainer who turns out three 
or four winners in quick succession can fill bis sta- 
bles to overflowing, men who bad scarcely given him 
a thouglit previousl.v lieiiig anxious to place horses 
with him ; and most owners and trainers are keen to 
secure the services of the Jockey whose winning per- 
centage bapiiens to be slightly better than that of 
bis fellows. It is the same with betting, and when 
some punter is having his run of luck bis “clever- 
ness” is loudly voic^. However, as quickly as 
many i-ome into note, so they go out, in connection 
with racing. The J<x;kcy who is pronounced a mar- 
vel today may lie adviseil to “ride in a cart” a few 
months later; the trainer who misses turning out a 
winner for any length of time will bo fortunate if 
l.e does not have doubts thrown on his probity, in 
andition to losing a patron or two; and the “wonder- 
ful Judgment” of the punter is treated as somewhat 
of a Joke b.v many who. when bis luck was in. would 
back almost anything be suggested. In racing .vou 
must practicall.r be on top all the time in order to 
i-oinmand respect. I heard a well-known trainer ex- 
press himself to the effect that he “knew how ho 
was going” acconiing to whether he was address^ 
as “Mr. Blank” or Just plain “Jack.” And that 
about sizes up the situation. — Sydney Referee.

Rain fell at Juarez a few days ago. It was Just 
what was ncedeil to put the Jockey Club Juarez’ 
track in condition for next week’s opening of the 
lOO-days’ meeting. 

B. P. Carman has the most pretentious stable iu 
training at Juarez. He has named several of his 
yearlings. The names include Water Lily. Lady 
lone, ami Surpassiiig. 

F. J. Pons has gone to Charleston to complete ar- 
gaiigenieiits for the meeting of the Charleston Fair 
and Racing Association, Which is scheduled to begin 
at Palmetto Park January 25. 

Martin Nathauson, who served as racing secretary 
aixl associate Judge on the Montana aixl Utah tracks 
during the past season, has retumeil to his home in 
Chicago and probably will remain here throughout 
the winter, as for the first time In many years he 
has no engagement in sight. 

W. H. Flzer holds the contract on Jockey Burlin- 
game. who rode with signal success on the British 
Columliia tracks during the seasixi rec-ently closed. 
Mr. Fixer’s stable has arrived at Juarez aud In- 
cludes Boca Grande, Whidden. Baby Doll. Brando. 
Helen Pink, Mazurka and six yearlings. 

Rot’s Pride, owned by Louis Wiuaiis, won the No- 
vember Handicap Plate of 300 sovereigns for thre--- 
year-olds and upward at the Warwick Novemlx-r 
meeting in Engiand. Monday. Seven other hiws-.-s 
ran, the distance being one mile and six furlongs. 
W. J. Tatem’s St. Vitus finished second and J. S. 
Morrisson’s Grave Creek was third. 

It is intimated that as a result of the adverse 
vote on racing registered at the pidls in California 
rw!-ntly the tracks cixnposing the Inter-Mountain 
Circuit will cut loose from the Pacific Jockey Cliili, 
wlxise Jurisdiction over all far western racing has 
heretofore been rtvognlzed. It is reported that the 
Coour d’Alene track will form an alliance with Ilia 
British Columbia racing associations, while the Mon- 
tana and Utah asstx-iations are said to he considor- 
iiig the formation of an independent organisation. 

George Rose is said to have sold his interest In 
the Santa Anita race track, near Los Angeles, to 
Henry Unruh. who is managing the estate of t.ae 
late E. J. (Luek.v) Baldwin. Mr. Unruh. it is re 
ixtrted. has also ixirchased the stock of others who 
were interested in the track. The presumbtioii Is 
that the propert.v will be devoted to other purposes. 
The grandstand was destro.ved by fire some time ago. 
The final accounting of Mr. I'nmh as executor of 
tlie Baldwin estate, made yesterday, shows its value 
to be $20,000,000.

For the first year since be Ix-gaii to race as a twa- 
j-ear-old in 1904, H. B. Duryea’s Dreamer this sea- 
son faileil to figure in tlie rtx-ords of racing. Tliis 
enduring sou of Hauiliurg aud F’orget. after having 
t>artici|iated in an even liuudreil races, is now en- 
joying till- comforts of a widl-eamed retirement. 
During bis iiusy career on tlx* track, he was gener- 
all.v pitteil against the pick of tlie eastern sprinting 
divisiiHi aud. while his winnings are not sensational 
ill aiiKHint. they represent a consideralile degree of 
snc«-es«. Dreamer dates back to the time of .Artful 
and Taliya. lx>tb of which gcxxl mares were retlreil 
to the stud years ago.

Three of the winners 
were bid up and one of them. Big Dipper, was sold 
twit-e before the ownership of the filly was final 
(kx-ided. The halter men were out fn force an 
after tlx* running of every selling race, a crowd 
gathered about the Judges’ »tand to witness the 
iMmsting. The opening race, a dash of five and a 
lialf furloilgs, for two-year-olds, was a skiing affair. 
Big Diiiper, which has ik*veioped into a iwetty fair 
plater, was first home in this race, beating Conti- 
nental a neck in a driving finish. When the Judge* 



over her entered prli*e and she was knocked down 
to him on his bid of $900. Max Hirsefa. who trains 
the filly for E. J. McGraw, imnM-diatcdy lodged a 
protest with the stewards, claiming that be had 
protected the filly with the usual ^ advance whieli 
Judge Cole failed to bear. The latter claimed that 
Mr. Hirseli did not protect Big Dipper, but Mr. 
Hirsch pnxlw-ed several bystanders who declareil 
that they heard him make the protecting bid. ”1110 
stewards did the proiier thing under the circum- 
stances wlien they ottJered the filly offered for sale 
again. Sh(? was brought back from 'the paddock 
and Mr. Hedrick made a bid of $500 over her en- 
tered price, but Max Hirscb retained her for Mr. 
.AlicGraw on his bid of $1,205. Mr. Hedrick then 
put in a claim for Continental, and Mr. McGraw fol- 
lowed suit with a claim for the same horse. Under 
the rules of racing, Mr. McGraw’s claim was valid 
only ill tile event of no other claim being presented. 
Mr. Hedrick miscalculateil in some way the amooat 
to bis credit in the oIH«-e and Secretary Mcl-enuan 
found that he was $75 short. The stewards ordered 
that his claim be thrown out and Coatlnental was 
turneil over to Mr. McGraw. 

Jack Denman, winner of the third race, was also 
bid up. C. C. Smitbsmi raised him $400 over his 
entered price, but the colt was retained. In the 
closing dash. J. J. Giwmley bid Husky Lad up $305 
over bis entereil price and he, too, was retained. 

The Jamestown Jockey Club is certainly being 
favonxl with ideal weather this fall and record 
crowds have been in attemlance since the opening 
da.v. Texlay’s program was made up of seven raises, 
with the Merchants’ Selling Stakes and the Ba.vview 
I*ur8e. a dash of om* mile, as the features. O. W. 
Laagdon furnished the winner in the Merchants* 
Stakes in Briar Path. Hiere were some shift.v 
sprinters in this event, which was an all-aged affair 
and Briar Path showi*d a spieiidid performance. The 
filly had her work out out from the start.
